(Delivered at the Dedication of the 
Cemetery 
in Gettysburg. 


November 19. 1863.)

OUR score and seven years ago our father, brot forth upon this 


continent a new nation, conceived of liberty, and dedicated to the 


proposition that all men are created eoual. 


Now we are engaged In a great civil war. testing whether that 


nation, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure. 
We are met on a great battlefield of that war. We have come to dedi- 
cate a portion of that field as a final resting place for those who here 
flave their lives that that nation might live. It Is altogether fitting and 
crooer that wr should do th's. 


But in a larger sense, we can not dedicate—we can not consecrate 


—we can not hallow this ground. The brave men, living and dead who 
struggled here, have consecrated it far above our poor power to add or 
detract. 
The world will little note, nor long remember, what we say 


here, but It can never forget what they did here. It Is for us. the liv- 
,ng. rather, to te dedicated here to the unfir?sr>ed wr»*k v^'cK t*cy 
who fouqht here thus far so nobly advanced. It Is rather for us to be

Siberia and held all the outlets lead- 
ing to the Pacific ocean and tho vital 
railroad line. Claiming a "sphere of 
influence" in Manchuria and

Mongolia and holding Shantung 
she 


gripped both the north and south ap- 
proaches to Peking and denied 
the 


right of any other foreigners to equal- 
ity in these territories. She held in 
abeyance the part of the

"twenty-one demands" (of 1915) which 
would have bound China to put most 
of her affairs under Japanese control. 


Britain still claimed her "sphere.of 


influence" in the Yang-tse-Kiang val- 
ley and all middle China, with the 
right of veto on any concessions: and 
the power to use vital railroads and 
port facilities to forward 
her own 


trade and exploitation. 


Prance still put forward an equal 


claim in her "sphere of influence" in 
South China. 


Advantages Stubbornly Held. 


To the advantages they had gained 


the imperial powers clung stubbornly. 
This fact is illustrated by the first 
class incident that arose 
when the 


United States undertook 
to put its 


own wireless stations Into China (un- 
der an agreement with the

government) and Japan and Britain 
resisted and badgered China until we 
had to issue what was practically an 
ultimatum to break the monopoly 
these nations held.

certain amount of goods whether they 
want to or not. If the retailers would 
only cut prices further, which could 
be done by a decrease in operating ex- 
penses, the jobbers would have good 
business in 1922. 


"The real Improvement, however, 


which Xew York and these other cities 
are to witness will come about thru 
financial conditions. 
The bond bus- 


iness should be very good in 1922 The 
stock market should work upwards 
and there may be even an old fashion- 
ed boom before the year comes to a 
close. Deals and consolidations will 
he put thru, dividends will be resumed 
and other things will happen which 
should enhance the value of securities. 
Of course, no wealth is really pro- 
duced by these Increased prices, but 
they affect prosperity in these cities.
